When yon ask for lard at the grocerv, 
meat market or store, they must give 
you lard, and not a mixture of hog 
fat, cotton seed oil and tallow. 
If it 
be apple butter you ask for, the con­ 
tents of the jar, can or backet must 
be the pure and unadulterated product 
of the apple—that is apple cider and 
apples cooked together 
If you a*k 
for peach, plum or pumpkin 
utter, 
the foods sold von 
ranr be .« « oh, 
plum or pumpkin and nothing 
If in a drag store the bottle 
have a label 
t, naming the con­ 
tents and proper tion -„of alcohol and 
other ingredients 
ft in a saloon, 
bottle must l>ear a label naming the 
contents and explaining to the pur­ 
chaser whether the liquor is “ blend­ 
ed” or straight. 
In fact it is now up 
to the purchaser if he gets what he 
pays for. 
If one asks for a gallon or 
a pound or a quart or a ton or for 
any other specified weight or measure 
it must be given

Upon the revelation of Mrs. Chad ­ 
wick's aston ishin g operation s in No­

Terre Haute. Ind.. Oct. 11.— An in­ 
vestigation. In which manufacturers 
and other large consumers of coal are 
much interested, Is in progress here. 
Incidentally the validity of state aud 
national laws are involved. 
The Indiana railway commission Is 
conducting the inquiry, and the case Is 
that of the charges against the South­ 
ern Indiana Railroad company oi dis­ 
crimination In the allotment of cars 
for Coal mines on the road between 
Terre Haute and Linton, the specific 
charge being made by the Calora Coal 
company of Indianapolis, which in­ 
formed 
the 
commission 
that 
the 
Southern 
Indiana road 
provided all 
the cars needed for the mines of the 
Southern Indiana Coal company, which 
Is a wheel within a wheel, for six days 
a week operation of the mines of the 
company, whereas the other mines are 
not operated more than two days a 
week. 
It was known on the inside in ad­ 
vance of the investigation that the 
railroad company would contest the 
validity of the new law giving the com­ 
mission power to* regulate the distri­ 
bution of cars. 
The railroad company 
also contests the validity of any law, 
either state or national, which seeks 
to prevent It owning and operating 
coal mines. 
Though there are several 
railroads 
in 
the Indiana field, 
the 
Southern 
Indiana 
is 
the only 
one 
against 
which 
serious complaint 
is 
made on the score of favoritism in the 
distribution of cars, but all the roads 
will uphold the Walsh road ¡11 its con­ 
tentions as to legal rights. 


HE FORGOT 


Clerk to Test a Gun Fired Into a Dy­ 
namite Shed. 
Kendallville, Ind.. Oct. 11.— In a dy­ 
namite explosion at W olcottville, nine 
miles noith of this city. Howard Roy. 
a clerk in Sanders Brothers’ hardware 
store, had his head crushed and Chas. 
Craft, a customer at the store, had 
both of his legs broken. 
Both men 
are seriously injured and are likely to 
die. 
The shed containing the dynamite 
was wrecked, a vacant dwelling near 
by was partially demolished and the 
windows of scores of business houses 
and 
residences 
were 
shattered 
the 
damage amounting to several thou­ 
sand dollars, in addition to the per­ 
sonal Injuries sustained. 
The shock 
of the explosion was heard and felt iu 
Kendallville. 
It appears that Craft, a young far 
mer, had entered the hardware store 
to buy a rifle and Roy had taken him 
out to the rear of the store to try* the 
gun and show him how it worked 
Stepping within ten feet of an old shed 
in which the firm had stored a large 
quantity of dynamite, Roy began firing 
at the building, when suddenly a ter­ 
rific explosion occurred and both men 
were hurled a distance of some twen 
ty-flve or fifty feet. 
The bullet from 
the rifle had entered a e a se of dvna 
mite In the shed, causing the explo­ 
sion. 
Roy, 
being employed 
at the 
store, knew that the dynamite was 
in the shed, but the supposition is that 
he had forgotten about it.
